Prepiu ing for Windbreaks 

E’aniiers Uiteiidinp to plant younp 
trees In wlndbi-i-tiks and shelter belts 
on tlieir farms next siirlnp can do 
much to Insure the success of their 
plantlnps by fallowing the ground 
where the trees nre to be planted, for 
the renutitider of the season. This 
suppestliin is made by K. E. E'ord, as¬ 
sistant In the forestry department of 
the Colorado Agricultural college. It 
Is revonimended that the soil be listed 
In the plains region so It will collect 
and hold moisture for the use of trees, 
utid lit the same time provide a ebeck 
against soli hlowlup. Trees planted in 
newly idowed ground or sod usually 
do not do well, It Is stated.
